St. Louis,, May 16.—Former-Staje 


Senator Fred L. Busche went before 
Circuit 
Attorney Folk and made a 


complete and far-reaching confession 
of his connection 
with the corrupt 


deals extending over a period of eight 
years. Busche's declarations involve 
several men of prominence, and he 
names those who have been conspicu- 
ous at the state capital as distributors 
of boodle. Later Busche was taken 
before the grand Jury, where he re- 
mained an hour. When he emerged 
from the jury room tears were stream- 
ing down his cheeks. 


"Money," he said, "was offered oil 


pretty nearly everything of import- 
ance." 


"I am willing to tell everything," 


said former Senator Busche to Circuit 
Attorney Folk. "I have boodled prac- 
tically from the first week of the 1889 
session. In 1897 I received money-for 
voting for the school test book bill. 
In 1899 Schweickhardt paid me $250 
for refusing ip call up a resolution de- 
manding that certain bills be reported. 
1 got $500 for my vote on the St. Louis 
transit bill. I 'received- a salary from 
the lobby to take care of railroad and 
other legislation, usually amounting 
to about |700 each session. As near 
as I can figure I made about $15,000 
out of my legislative experience. No 
one knows how much I suffered dur- 
ing the last few weeks. I am sin- 
cerely sorry." 


This, in substance, is a part of 


Busche's written statement made to 
Circuit Attorney Folk. 
He has cor- 


roborated much of the confession of 
former Senator Schweickhardt.

prosecution three 


years after the crime is committed, 
none of the men against whom Busche 
has testified can be indicted.

atmosphere free to wander whitherso- 
ever it may. is a balloon that is worth, 
any'man's while to capture.' 


The balloon itself is a sUk structure 


20 feet in diameter, 30 feet long, made 
of heavy yellow silk and covered with 
a rope netting. This great airship is 
worth $500 on the market, and it be- 
longs without any reservation whatev- 
er to the person who captures it. 


And this is not all. For securely 


fastened to the bottom, in a silk bag, 
oiled so as to keep out the moisture, 
is a document which gives 
to 
the 


captor of the airship a ticket to the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition, good 
for the entire season. 
The balloon is one of several that as- 
cended at St. Louis on'Thursday night 
of the dedication period. 
Mr. Pain, 


who had charge of the pyrotechnics at 
the World's Fair dedication, had a 
^number of capthe balloons that were 


^ figure in a spectacular aerial dis- 


play, but several of them escaped and 
these balloons have* been falling in 
different parts of the country. 
One 


was recovered by Oren Vollentine. at 
Sorento, 111., and another by James 
C. Hinsey, at Worden, 111. 


But neither of these balloous is the 


prize-bearer. 
This particular balloon 


which was dispatched on its journey, 
destination unknown, was sent up by 
Aeronaut Cail Meyer after dark Thurs- 
day. April 30. Its only cargo was a 
message, written on official 
World's 


Fair stationary, and signed officially, 
by President David R Francis, convey- 
ing the information that the finder ot 
thp balloon, upon presentation ot the 
lettpr and a written statement regard- 
"ip i's finding, would be supplied with 
i pass to the World's Fair from May 
1, 11J04 to the close of the Fair, Dec 
1, 1904 


The great balloon was filled with 


hydrogen gas. more than 22,000 cubic 
feet being used at a cost of 
about 


$^00 
This is sufficient to keep the 


balloon in the air from two to three 
weeks. 
It is at the mercy ot every 


wind that blows, and may be found 
a thosand miles hence, or it may wan- 
der around and when the gas finally 
has leaked, fall close to where the as- 
cension was made. 


When the balloon arose it carried 


a h'ige light that burned for possiblj 
half an hour. t 
It arose rapidly and 


was caught by a wind from the south 
ast. The breeze was strong and the 
light could be seen moving north- 
west through the sky. It arose and 
struck another current and struck off 
due east, rising higher, and soon dis- 
appeared. 


The balloon will rise and fall with 


the temperature, until it finally des- 
cends. As it strikes the colder strata 
of air the gas will condense and the 
airship will fall. When it strikes the 
warm atmosphere near the earth it 
will expand and the balloon will again 
rise. This it will repeat many times. 
Then the balloon may be 
seen in 


scores of places before it comes near 
enough 1o earth to be made captive.

FAIL TO OPERATE. 


Attempt 
to Break 
Laundry Strike 


Proves Unsuccessful. 


Chicago, May 16.—Failing to break 


deadlock with the Laundry Workers' 
union by efforts to secure arbitration, 
Chicago laundry owners whose plants 
have been tied up for two weeks by a 
strike, undertook to operate the laun- 
dries 
By a concerted movement a 


score of laundries opened for business. 
Pickets from the Laundry Workers' 
union were on guard,/however, arid 
girls who started to work were stop- 
ped and told to go home. Many obey- 
ed. Engineers and firemen refused to 
take their posts. 
Drivers of laundry 


wagons all over the ctty were prepar- 
ed to prevent the delivery of work 
from any of the establishments which 
have not signed the union agreement 
to work exclusively with union hands.

Venner, who 
is a member of a Boston banking firm, 
refused to produce certain records as 
ordered by the court. 


Judge Humphrey entered an order 


last April commanding Venner to pro- 
duce the books and other papers of 
the 
waterworks 
companies before 


Walter McClelland Allen, master in 
chancery. Venner refused to produce 
the books as ordered by the court. 
When the case came up for hearing In 
Springfield Venner made his appear- 
ance and counsel for the Farmers' 
Loan & Trust company asked that he 
be attached for contempt of court. 


Venner is the man who attempted 


to enjoin the Pullman Palace Car com- 
pany from purchasing the Wagner Car 
company, and the latter from selling; 
who attempted a year ago in the New 
Jersey court of chancery to prevent
